A day for dear old dad

It's taken a long time for 
dear old dad to get his due. 

In 1914, U.S. President 
Woodrow Wilson proclaimed 
the second Sunday in May as 
Mother’s Day, nationally - 
just 6 years after Anna Marie 
Jarvis held the first Moth¬ 
er's Day service in honour of 
her own mother, Ann Reeves 
Jarvis, and all mothers. 

Sonora Smart Dodd 
attended a Mother’s Day ser¬ 
mon in 1909, and was so 
impressed that she decided 
to campaign for a "Father’s 


Day.” She had a personal rea- 

est of 6 children, she and her 
siblings were raised by their 
father, Civil War veteran Wil¬ 
liam Smart, after their mother 
died in childbirth. 

Sonora Smart Dodd wanted 
a way to recognize and thank 
her father for all that he 
had done, keeping the fam¬ 
ily together and raising the 
children. In Spokane, Wash¬ 
ington, in 1910, she helped 
organize the first Father's Day 
celebration - but it wasn’t 
until 1966 that President Lyn¬ 



don B. Johnson proclaimed 
the third Sunday of June as 
Father’s Day. 

There seems to have been 
more resistance to the con¬ 
cept of Father's Day, than a 
day honouring Mothers. Son¬ 
ora Smart Dodd gave up her 
campaign for a decade or so, 
as she pursued other interests 
- and when she relaunched 
the idea in the 1930s, it was 
with the support of manufac¬ 
turers of ties, pipes and even¬ 
tually, the New York Associ¬ 
ated Men's Wear Retailers. 

that the day was just another 
attempt by retailers to boost 
their sales - the same kind of 
commercialization that Anna 
Marie Jarvis came to deplore 
about Mother's Day. 

For years, attempts to have 
a Father's Day proclaimed in 
the U.S. were defeated in Con-
